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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expresed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States, 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second Wed- 
nesday of June, A. D. 1924, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 

STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed ]une 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly : — -That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state, May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following: "Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CON- 
VENTION. 

ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in the 
State of Connecticut; and to act as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of 
Connecticut in advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particu- 
larly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic interests of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist Churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist Churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a 
hundred resident members and for each church school connected with it; provided, 
however, that no church shall be permitted to send more than five delegates besides 
its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and officers of the 
Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; officers of this Convention and 
members of its Board of Managers; officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut; and officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society shall be 
ex-officio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled to all the privi- 
leges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the General Secretary 
of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording Secretary shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall serve from the close of the 
annual meeting at which they are elected until the close of the next annual meet- 
ing, or until their successors have been elected. The Treasurer shall be elected by 
the Board of Managers. 
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Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of President, the 
First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also is vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers 
shall elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal 
of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common practice pertain 
to their respective offices. 

ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President of the Convention and forty- 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual meeting of the Conven- 
tion for the term of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its 
elective members shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be ex- 
officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Mana- 
gers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the for- 
mer Constitution and for a term of two years those trustees who have two years to 
serve under the former Constitution; and in addition to these the Convention at the 
annual meeting at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 
for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen mem- 
bers, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occurring from other 

causes than the expiration of terms, shall be elected at each annual meeting for the 
term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided as nearly 

equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. The president, the state 
home director and the state foreign secretary of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut shall be ex-officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privileges and 

authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by by-laws 
adopted by the Convention. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of all the 
delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s previous notice.

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THE ONE HUNDRED AND ELEVENTH ANNUAL SESSION 
OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 

Hartford, Conn,, October 11, 12, 13, 1934. 

The One Hundred and Eleventh Annual Meeting of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention was held in the meeting-house of the Central Baptist Church, Hartford 
Connecticut, Rev. John Newton Lackey, D. D., pastor, October 11, 12, 13, 1934. 

The preconvention meeting was held Thursday evening, at 7:30 o’clock. Presi- 
dent Burtt N. Timbie, presiding. Rev, G. E. Wallendorf, Hartford, offered prayer. 

After singing of a hymn and the offering, President Robbins W. Barstow, of 
the Hartford Seminary Foundation, was introduced and spoke on "The Present Re- 
ligious Situation Throughout the World”. 

After the offering was taken, Rev. Sankey L. Blanton, New Haven, chairman 
of the Committee on Social Relations, presented the report for that committee. This 
report was adopted. 

Rev. Wilbour E. Saunders, Rochester, New York, a member of the Commission 
of Nine of The Northern Baptist Convention, gave an address on "A Program for 
Social Action”. 

The choir of Union Baptist Church, Hartford, sang two selections. 

The meeting adjourned after prayer by Rev. James N. Zeigler, South Norwalk. 

Friday Morning, October 12th 

The Convention was formally called to order by President Burtt N. Timbie at 
9:30 a. m. After the singing of a hymn, prayer was offered by Rev. C. B. Jensen, 
assistant minister of the entertaining church. 

Rev. John N. Lackey, D. D., pastor of the entertaining church and chairman of 
the Program Committee, submitted the printed tentative program. After necessary 
changes were noted, the report was adopted. 

Dr. Lackey delivered the address of welcome, in which he cordially welcomed 
the delegates and reminded the Convention that it was organized in the meeting-house 
of the Old First Church of Hartford. That church, in 1923, merged with the South 
Baptist Church and formed the Central Baptist Church. 

Response was made by the President. 

Mr. Timbie then delivered the president’s annual address.

Voted: to adopt 
the report and print it in the Annual.

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The report of the Finance Committee was submitted by Secretary Gates, who 
stated that the Finance Committee’s report was included in the report of the Board 
of managers and the Treasurer and, therefore, needed no further action. 

The annual report of the Committee of Missionary Cooperation was submitted 
by Director Horace B. Sloat. Voted: that the report of the Committee of Mission- 
ary Cooperation be adopted and printed in the Annual. 

(See Report C) 

Secretary Sloat presented the report on the state bulletin "The Connecticut Bap- 
tist”. Voted: to adopt the report and print the same in the Annual. 

(See Report C) 

Report of the Department of Christian Education was submitted by Director 
Oscar P. Campbell. Mrs. P. E. Dixon, children’s worker for the state, submitted a 
supplementary report. Voted: that the reports of the Department of Christian Edu- 
cation be adopted and printed in the Annual. 

(See Report D) 

Report of the Woman’s Mission Society was submitted by Mrs. Charles H. Bid- 
well, New Haven. Voted: that this report be adopted and printed in the Annual. 

(See Report E) 

Report of Missionary Education, prepared by Mrs. B. R. Gardner, Jewett City, 
was submitted by Secretary Gates. Voted: to accept the report and that it be printed 
in the Annual. 

(See Report F) 

At this point President Timbie called Dr. M. C. Burt, first vice-president, to 
the chair. 

The report of Committee on Revision of the By-Laws was submitted by Rev. 
Ellis Gilbert, West Hartford, chairman. Voted: to adopt the report. 

The time for the Annual Sermon having arrived, after the singing of a hymn, 
the scripture lesson was read by Rev. W. H. Barsch, Meriden, and prayer was of- 
fered by Dr. A. Avery Gates, Hartford. The annual sermon was preached by Rev. 
Leonard F. Requa, Southington, who spoke on the topic "Christ Indispensable”, based 
on John 6:68-69. 

After prayer by Rev. R. Daniel Trick, New Milford, the session adjourned. 

Friday Afternoon 

The Convention was called to order by Vice-President Dr. M. C. Burt. Prayer 
was offered by Rev. Arthur W. Warren, Torrington. 

Address on "Denominational Literature” was delivered by Mrs. F. W. Payne, 
Hartford. 

After the singing of a hymn, Miss Mary L. Howard, Hartford, president of the 
Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, was introduced and delivered an 
address. 

Miss Howard introduced Dr. Hilda Crosby, Shanghai, China, a member of 
Central Church, Hartford, who spoke on her medical missionary work in China. 

The chair was resumed by President Timbie. 

After the singing of a hymn and offering, a symposium was held on State Con- 
vention Work with four speakers. Rev. Ellis Gilbert spoke on Christian Education; 
Rev. J. C. Hendrickson, Stamford, spoke on Aided Churches; Rev. Victor F. Scalise, 
Rowayton, spoke on Young People’s Work; Rev. J. E. Parrella, New Haven, spoke 
on work among the "New Americans”. 
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After the singing of a hymn, the Survey Committee, appointed by the Board 
to survey all the work of the Convention, made a report of progress through the 
chairman, W. E. Crittenden, New Haven. Mrs. P. F. Wolfenden, Bristol, and Rev. 
David P. Gaines, Waterbury, each delivered ten minute addresses on the report. 
V oted: to lay the report on the table until a later session. 

E. R. Prettyman, of the Anti-Saloon League, delivered a brief address on the 
temperance situation. 

Rev. Sankey L. Blanton gave a brief report of the Berlin Baptist Congress. 

Dr. William ,H. Bowler, executive secretary of the Board of Missionary Coopera- 
tion, of The Northern Baptist Convention, gave a brief address. 

After prayer by Rev. Robert Hueston, South Willington, the session adjourned. 

Woman’s Banquet 

The Woman’s Banquet was held in Central Baptist Church, Miss Mary L. How- 
ard, presided. An interesting program was presented, including an address by Mrs. 
Lloyd E. Wyse, Managua, Central America. 

Men’s Banquet 

The Men’s Banquet was held at the Y. W. C. A. at 6:30 p. m. T.-T. Phillips, 
Bridgeport, the president of the State Men’s Council, presided. The program in- 
cluded addresses by Rev. Lloyd E. Wyse, Managua, Central America, and C. C. 
Tillinghast, New York. 


Friday Evening 

The Friday evening session opened at 7:45 o’clock with music by the choir of 
the entertaining church. Prayer was offered by Dr. John N. Lackey. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported through Rev. Edwin J. Settle, Ph. D., 
West Haven. Voted: to adopt the Resolutions and print the same in the Annual. 

(See Report G) 

The choir of the Russian Evangelical Church, Hartford, Rev. John Daviduk, 
pastor, sang. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. B. L. Matthews, Stamford, and the offering was 
taken. 

The president then introduced Dr. Basil Mathews, Boston University and Andover- 
Newton Theological Institution, who spoke on "The Far East Turmoil in a World 
Community”. 

After a selection by the Russian choir and prayer by Rev. C. B. Lumsden, 
Ph. D., New Haven, the session adjourned.

The Enrollment Committee reported through Rev. Richard I. Porter, New Lon- 
don, as follows: registered delegates — pastors 52, ex-officio 27, delegates 125, visi- 
tors 400. Voted: that the report be adopted.

Because of the absence of Mrs. H. S. Palmer, the second vice-president, who 
was expected to preside at this session but due to illness was unable to be present, 
the secretary was instructed to write a letter of regret at her absence and the hope 
for her speedy recovery. 

It was announced that Mr. Howard S. Palmer, husband of the second vice- 
president and member of Calvary Church, New Haven, was recently elected to the 
presidency of The New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad. The secretary 
was instructed to send a letter of congratulation to President Palmer. 
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The World Wide Guild reported through Miss Helen Bamum, Bristol. Voted: 
that the report be adopted and printed in the Annual.

Voted: that at the close of the Young People’s Banquet, which is a part of the 
Convention that the Convention stand adjourned. 

At this point the Convention adjourned to give time for the Annual Meeting 
of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society, Rev. Ellis Gilbert, president.

Report of the Children’s World Crusade was submitted by Miss Grace Banker, 
New Haven. Voted: that the report be adopted. 

An address on "The Aspirations of Youth for Such a Time as This” was de- 
livered by Rev. Joseph A. Cooper. 

After an address on "Gyroscopes” by Rev. George N. Reeves, Stratford, the 
young people’s session divided into conference groups. A conference on Teachers 
and Children’s Workers was conducted by Miss Elizabeth Cowan, West Hartford, 
on "Guiding the Growing Child”. Young People’s group conferences were conducted, 
as follows: Sunday School Programs, Rev. Victor F. Scalise; Young People’s Society 
Programs, Mrs. Charles P. Jervey, Hartford; Leisure Time and Recreational Pro- 
grams, Rev. Elbert E. Gates, Jr., Hartford; Youth and Baptist World Missions, Miss 
Eleanore G. MacKenzie, Southington. Children’s Workers group were divided, as 
follows: Kindergarten Department, Miss Bernice Buehler, New Haven; Primary De- 
partment, Miss Ethel Roberts, New Haven; Junior Department, Miss Dorothy Gray, 
New Haven. 

The young people’s banquet was held at 6:00 p. m. in Central Baptist Church. 
Toastmaster, John McCluskey, West Haven. Invocation was offered by Rev. Frank 
A. Tobey, Noank. The song leader was Rev. Wm. H. Genne, New Haven. The 
program included recognition of delegates, an address on Ocean Park by C. B. Mitch- 
ell, Haverhill, Mass.; address on Storrs Assembly, Miss Helen Hudson, Montowese. 
Greetings were brought to the young people by President B. N. Timbie and Secre- 
tary Elbert E. Gates. The address of the evening was delivered by Rev. F. B. Hag- 
gard, D. D., Hartford. The closing prayer was offered by Rev. J. Hybert Pollard, 
Ph. D., Bristol, after which the Convention stood adjourned to meet with the Cal- 
vary Baptist Church, New Haven, Rev. Sankey L. Blanton, pastor, on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, October 17, 18, 19, 1935.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

The Board of Managers to 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention, 

Greeting: 

The Board of Managers, Rev. Burtt N. Timbie, president, and Elbert E. Gates, 
secretary, submits its one hundred and eleventh annual report, for the year 1933-1934. 
The regular meetings of the Board and Executive Committee, specified by the by-laws, 
have been held. 

One member of the Board, Rev. John W. Brush, New Haven, resigned, due to 

removal from the state. He was also a member of the Committee on Christian Edu- 

cation. Whilst death has not broken the ranks of the Board during the year, the 
Convention sustained a great loss in the death of Mrs. Edward B. Bennett, a daughter 

of the late James L. Howard, a former lieutenant-governor of the state and a former 

president of the Convention. She was a sister of Miss Edith M. Howard and Miss 
Mary L. Howard, president of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut. 
Mrs. Bennett was deeply interested in the Convention and often expressed that interest 
by generous "over and above” gifts to the Convention, among these is the automobile 
for the use of the Russian missionary, Rev. John Daviduk. The scope of her interest 
was as wide as human need, the whole program of The Northern Baptist Convention 
and beyond, including financial aid to youth seeking higher education. For upwards of 
70 years, she was a teacher in the Sunday school of the former First Baptist Church 
and Central Baptist Church, Hartford. During the last decade the Convention office 
was her Sunday school class room. 


Finances 

The fiscal year of the Convention covers the period from May 1st. to April 30th. 
The treasurer’s books closed in April, 1933, with a deficit of $170.21 and, in April, 
1934, with a deficit of $2,091.26. 

The economic conditions in the country and world have been reflected in the mis- 
sionary offerings of the churches to the denomination and the Convention. The Board 
is happy to report that the income from the permanent funds of the Convention has 
been reduced only 5 Zi % of the income of the previous year. It may be of interest 
to the Convention to be reminded of the income received by the Convention from 
endowment and from the churches, during the depression years. We, therefore, have 
inserted these figures in this report, as follows:

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These figures indicate the stability of the permanent funds, due to the careful 
and wise investment of funds by the treasurer, advised by the Finance Committee. 
Factors that caused reduction are the lowering of the interest rate in savings banks, 
on mortgage loans and the passing of dividends on some securities. The reduced income, 
from distributable receipts, is not due to lack of industry and publicity in promotion, 
as the program of the denomination has never been promoted more efficiently than 
during these years. In Connecticut missionary speakers have told their stories in Con- 
vention and Associational meetings and in churches. The increased interest and attend- 
ance in the mid-year Association meetings indicate that the program is reaching the 
people. 

Survey Committee 

The uncertainty of the financial returns and the reducing amount of income from 
distributable money of the denomination, and the necessity of your Board to regret- 
fully decline to make appropriations to worthy objects, led to the appointment of a 
Survey Committee, Walter E. Crittenden, chairman, empowered to make a thorough 
study of all the departments of the Convention’s work, with the view of eliminating, 
where possible, reducing appropriations or strengthening, where the outlook is more 
promising. This Committee will report at the present meeting of the Convention. 

« Commission of Fifteen 

The Northern Baptist Convention, with which The Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention is affiliated, took similar action in 1933. The Commission of Fifteen was created 
and a monumental task was committed to it, including denominational organization, 
relationship between societies, budgets and methods of raising denominational funds. 
The Commission reported in 1934. The adoption of the report in amended form, 
authorized changes in organization, including names of Boards, etc. The reorganiza- 
tion is set forth in the accompanying Graph. (As last page of Report.) 

The Commission’s report also deals with the budget and the raising of denom- 
inational funds. In regard to budgets, it states that on or before November 1st of 
each year, each cooperating and affiliating organization shall submit its proposed 
budget for the next ensuing year, and other information respecting its financial plans 
to the Finance Committee which shall then refer the assembled budgets to the Budget 
Research Committee for study and report back to the Finance Committee. Provision 
is made for the adjustment of budgets in the event of the dissatisfaction of any of 
the parties concerned. . 

In the method of raising denominational money, the following method was 
adopted. Each organization may secure designations from individuals. After 85% of 
the budget is raised, receipts from undesignations cease for the organization affected 
until all the organizations reach the 85%. Designations can still be sought until 100% 
is reached. After that, designations count on the next year. If the 100% is reached, 
additional receipts from undesignated sources do not count on next year. Non-donation 
or income from funds do not help to reach the 85%. Designations are to be sought 
from individuals only. Each organization, including State Conventions, will seek des- 
ignations. All receipts from designations and undesignations be sent by the Collec- 
tor, Rev. H. B. Sloat, to the New York office.

Owing to the above changes in denominational organization the Board appointed 
a committee, Rev. Ellis Gilbert, chairman, to make the necessary changes in the by-laws 
of the Convention. This committee will report at the present meeting of the Con- 
vention. 


Annuities and Legacies 

The Board calls attention to the matter of annuities and legacies and would be 
pleased to receive annuities from anyone and assure a high rate of interest, as seen 
on the inside cover of the front page of the Annual, and also appeals to people in 
the making of their wills to consider the work and need of the State Convention. The 
State Convention is the arm of the local church reaching out into all parts of the state 
to help strengthen a sister church, to plant new churches and to work in the cities and 
elsewhere among the foreign born. 

Aided Churches 

The program of work among Aided Churches has been carried on as usually 
during the year. The reports from these churches will be found in the Summary of 
Reports of Aided Churches in the Annual. 

There have been some changes in the pastorates of the Aided Churches. Rev. 
Claibourne Johnson, Second Church, Bridgeport, has moved to Ohio. Rev. F. W. How- 
ell, of the Dunham Memorial Church at Mansfield Depot, has gone to Massachusetts. 
Rev. R. L. Walker has given up the work in the Rockville, First African Church, but 
continues as pastor of the Willimantic, Calvary Church. Rev. Axel F. Wall has given 
up the pastorate of the Swedish Tabernacle Church, Waterbury. 

All of the Aided Churches came under the investigation of the Survey Com- 
mittee which will, no doubt, have some recommendations to make to the Convention. 


New Americans 

All of the New American work has been continued through the year without 
change, except in the case of the Hungarian Mission in South Norwalk. Professor 
E. L. Kautz, of the International Seminary, New Jersey, was pastor for a time. He 
was called to Pennsylvania. The mission has not had an Hungarian pastor since 
that time. An effort is being made to link the mission more intimately with the 
First Church, South Norwalk. The people are invited and, to some measure, have 
accepted the invitation to worship with the First Church people. The children, all 
of whom speak English, have been made welcome in the First Church Sunday School. 
However, the mission people are still anxious that some provision should be made 
for them to have preaching services in the Hungarian tongue. For a summary of Re- 
ports from Missionaries — New Americans see the Annual. 

Suffield School 

Suffield School opened its school year with increased attendance. The Connec- 
ticut Baptist Convention Endowment Fund has now reached the amount of $35,688.64. 
The continuation of the building of this fund is dependent upon the action of the 
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Convention, which each year votes that a sum of $3,000.00 be added to the mission- 
ary quota of the Convention. The percentage paid to the school to be fixed by the 
relation of the $3,000.00 to the state quota. The Board so recommends this year. 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society, Rev. Ellis Gilbert, president, and 
Rev. Major L. Johnson, secretary, continues to function in the interest of young men 
and women being educated for life service in the church. During the year the Con- 
vention paid to the Education Society the sum of $1,265.00. 


Affiliated Organizations 

The Convention is affiliated with the Woman’s State Mission Society, Miss Mary 
L. Howard, president. The affiliation includes mutual representation of the Society 
and the Convention on the Boards of each. 

The New England Baptist Conference, under whose auspices the Ocean Park 
School of Methods is held, is aided by a small appropriation from the Convention. 
The Convention has representatives on its board of directors. 

The Convention also makes an appropriation to the Connecticut Council of 
Churches and Religious Education and is represented on the Board of the Council 
by the Committee on Federation of Churches. 

The Convention is interested in the work of the Men’s State Council which held 
a very successful Outing and Conference, at Niantic, in September. 


Publications 

The Connecticut Baptist. The Board urgently advises the churches to enlarge 
by subscription the circulation of the state paper. The action of the Convention 
one year ago, making an additional appropriation for the paper, strongly indicates 
the splendid service the paper is rendering in the promotion of the program of the 
Kingdom. 

Missions, edited by Dr. Wm. P. Lipphard, is still in the forefront of missionary 
publications of the Christian world. Baptists have reason to be proud of their mis- 
sionary magazine. It needs and it deserves the support of every Baptist and Mis- 
sions should be found in every Baptist home. 

The Watchman-Examiner, a weekly publication, and the Baptist World, semi- 
monthly, are the only Baptist periodicals carrying denominational news and inspira- 
tional articles and should have the support of the members of Baptist churches. 

The Board urges again consideration be given to The American Baptist Publi- 
cation Society when the churches are investing in Bible, hymnals, books of all kinds, 
periodicals for Sunday School and Young People’s work, all of which me be obtained 
from our own Society. In the event that publications of other societies are desired, 
the churches or groups may purchase them through the Publication Society and there- 
by the Publication Society gets a commission. Our loyalty to this Society is due be- 
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cause in the first place it is our own Society, in the second place, its publications 
are on a par with the publications of other houses and the Society is cooperating fi- 
nancially in the support of our Connecticut Department of Christian Education. Dur- 
ing the last year, or more, the Society has continued the children’s worker in the 
state without financial cooperation of the Convention. 

Recommendations 

The Board recommends that the Convention make continuous endeavor to col- 
lect, or to strongly advise, clerks of Associations and churches to carefully examine 
all printed or written records or pamphlets, and of early religious journals, that may 
be in their possession. Valuable historical material should be deposited with the 
Convention or the Baptist Historical Society, or in some safe depository. These old 
records are very valuable and should not be destroyed or lost. 

The Board recommends that each church avail itself of the carefully prepared 
plan and materials of the denomination for a genuine Every Member Canvass for 
local and missionary budgets. 

The Board recommends that the Convention charge the Committee on Ministerial 
Standing to submit to the Convention a standard of qualifications and training to 
govern the committee in its examination of candidates for the Christian ministry. 
Our Convention has no formally adopted standard. One was submitted to the Con- 
vention in 1918. It was tabled and has not since been taken from the table. 

The Board recommends that the first or second Sunday, following this annual 
meeting, the churches be requested to emphasize the Convention work. This report 
and the story of the proceedings of this meeting could be used as a basis for an 
address. To this end, we include a report of the scope of the Convention service: 

The Convention service covers all Baptist interests within the state. It is affil- 
iated and cooperates with The Northern Baptist Convention. It holds friendly and 
financial relations with Baptist organizations and interdenominational societies in Con- 
necticut. Its service includes advisory and helpful contacts with churches needing 
financial assistance, seeking new pastors and setting up and carrying on promotional, 
evangelistic and educational programs, the care of real estate — to which it holds title, 
covering all of it with adequate insurance and providing for necessary repairs. It 
also helps, when possible, worthy qualified ministers seeking pastorates. It super- 
vises and materially aides churches and missions among the "New Americans”, ad- 
ministers the funds of the Convention, permanent and operating, and acts as trustee 
of funds the income of which is payable to churches or individuals. Your Board 
carries on the administration, financial, missionary and fraternal activities of the Con- 
vention under the direction of the Finance, Aided Churches, New American, Evan- 
gelistic Committees and the general secretary. The Convention, through the Mis- 
sionary Committee, now known as the Connecticut Board of Promotion, 
Rev. Horace B. Sloat, director, carries on all the promoting of the mis- 
sionary program of the denomination, collects the money, and directs the setting 
up of special meetings, including the mid-year meetings of the Associations. 
This department is financed by a separate budget. The Christian Education 
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Department, financed by the Convention in cooperation with The American Baptist 
Publication Society is under the direction of the Committee on Christian Education 
and the director of religious education, Rev. O. P. Campbell. This department su- 
pervises the educational work in the Sunday schools, in the churches, the young peo- 
ple’s work, the Summer Assembly at Storrs, daily vacation schools, and all phases 
of religious training in the churches. 

"Live It Through” 

The Northern Baptist Convention at the Rochester meeting voted to continue 
the "Live It Through” program of the preceding year. This program is an echo of 
the first century or New Testament times and therefore should appeal to Baptists. 
Your Board is in accord with every movement that tends to the deepening of spirit- 
ual living. Contacts with the Bible, religious and missionary periodicals and good 
literature: contacts with God through prayer: contacts with the great program of 
the church through personal effort and generous giving will strengthen the individual 
and thereby make the church a greater power for good. The world needs the Christ 
and his church today. The problems that confront humanity are voices calling to 
the church for deeper consecration and more daring and sacrificial leadership and 
living. Problems are opportunities and opportunities are responsibilities. The world 
of tomorrow will be fashioned largely by the ideals, principles and practices of the 
church of today. "Let us then be up and doing”, obedient to the Master’s word: 
"Go — evangelise.”

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF MISSIONARY COOPERATION 
For Year Ending April 30, 1934 

To The Connecticut Baptist Convention: 

The Committee of Missionary Cooperation herewith submits its tenth annual 
report for your consideration. There is neither time here, nor space in the Annual 
for a complete record of all the promotional activities carried on by your committee. 
A report cannot tell the whole story. This report falls into two parts. The first 
part deals with the major promotional activities sponsored by the committee to stimu- 
late greater interest in missions on the part of the churches. The second part reveals 

the financial production of the churches— the money contributed by the churches to 
help project the program of Jesus, as Baptists understand it, into all the world. 

Approximately ten years ago the laymen of the denomination were aroused to 

a new interest in the work of the local church. From modest beginnings that inter- 
est has grown until our men are organized to render more effective service in the 
local churches. In recent years our State Men’s Council has sponsored an “Outing 
and Conference” in September to stimulate interest in the denominational program. 
In September, 1933, we met at the Norwich Inn, for the second time. (Team: 
Dr. J. C. Robbins, New York, and J. A. Patch, Mass.), In three years the attend- 
ance had grown more than 300 per cent. Each year a men’s banquet is held in con- 
nection with the State Convention. Last year it was held in the Wauregan Hotel, 
Norwich, with more than 200 men present. Speaker: Dr. A. W. Beaven, Rochester. 
Since that time, James L, Case, the New London Association representative on the 
State Council, has entered into his eternal home. His passing was a distinct loss 
to both our national and state work. To some of us who worked with him for more 
than twenty years there is a sense of deep personal loss. The Central Baptist Church, 
Norwich, in which he served with rare devotion, has perpetuated his memory in the 
establishment of the James L. Case Missionary Memorial Fund, through which he 
will continue to minister in all the years that are to come. 

The resourcefulnes of Baptists is the marvel of all time. We have the happy 
faculty of coining devices and slogans to rivet attention on important features of out- 
work in the interests of achievement. One year, “Pray It Through” rang from 
coast to coast. Last year, "Live It Through” sounded out the challenge that caught 
the imaginations and hearts of many of our people. To stimulate the “Live It 
Through” program in Connecticut, the Presidential Party, consisting of Dr. and Mrs. 
W. S. Abernethy, Washington; Dr. F. W. Padelford, New York, and Dr. G. Pitt 
Beers, New Jersey, visited Hartford, on December 6th. At the five sessions, includ- 
ing the luncheon and the woman’s banquet in the evening, in honor of Mrs. Aber- 
nethy, the attendance was large and the interest most remarkable, notwithstanding the 
inclement weather. Said President Timbie, at the close of the day, “It was like an 
old fashioned revival in its powerful appeal.” The “Live It Through” program re- 
ceived a great impetus through the messages of these consecrated leaders. 

In 1927 we began the January reading program, using a booklet, provided at 
the expense of the denomination and distributed to the churches through the Hart- 
ford office. The interest, in this method of imparting missionary information, has 
grown from year to year, until in 1932, we distributed some 7,000 copies of “Streets” 
to the churches. Last year the budget for printing did not permit the free distribu- 
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tion of "Contrasts”, so a charge of five cents was put on the pamphlet, which really 
cost our churches in Connecticut three and one-half cents per copy. We distributed 
4500 copies. This demand indicates a widening interest. 

In January, 1926, the first Mid-Year Meeting was held in the Fairfield Associa- 
tion. The following year Mid-Year Meetings were held in all the Associations. 

Since that date they have grown in attendance, interest and influence, being now 

one of the most important methods of promoting our missionary program. Last year 
the program was varied a bit from that of former years by devoting the major part 
of the time to a consideration of missionary education "Methods and Materials”. 
The members of the team were: Rev. Floyd Carr, New York; Rev. F. W. Harding, 
Assam, and Mrs. Lewis A. Brown, of the Congo. 

In addition to what is done by the office staff in promoting the denominational 
program, through its contacts with the churches, there is provided at the expense of 
the denomination, deputation speakers who cover many of our churches and associa- 

tional group meetings. Last year the work of deputation speakers in our state was 

most impressive, both because of its quality and scope. Fifteen national leaders, rep- 
resenting several of our national societies, contacted 46 churches and 11 associational 
groups. Three state leaders contacted five groups and one church. Seventeen mis- 
sionaries, representing South India, East China, Assam, Burma, Congo, Bengal-Orissa 
and Latin America contacted 34 churches and 26 associational groups. Other con- 
tacts were made on the initiative of local churches. 

Through the use of literature, slides, silver gift boxes, Read It Through cards, 
Christmas envelopes, Easter envelopes, posters, correspondence and conferences, your 
committee has sought to increase the dissemination of missionary information; to fos- 
ter the ideals of missionary education and to stimulate a larger participation on the 
part of the churches in the financial support of missions at home and abroad. The 
record of the giving of the churches follows:

While the above figures show a decline of nearly thirteen per cent, as compared 
with the receipts of the previous year, this fact should give us pause, in "a time like 
this”, nevertheless, they indicate a very real and tangible interest on the part of the 
churches in a program of world redemption. 

Since 1929 the good ship Missions has experienced rough sailing, because of the 
breakers on the economic sea. The navigation was somewhat hindered for a time 
by the reaction to the appraisal committee’s report on Foreign Missions,, in which 
was suggested the adoption of a new and more modern log book in which to record 
the speed of our good ship Missions. Then, to cap the climax, while in mid-ocean, 
some of the crew mutinied under the Captain in 1932 and demanded a reorganization 
of the company responsible for the ship’s voyage. While the reorganization may have 
been necessary and was accomplished at Rochester, the air of uncertainty, all the 
while, did not make for smooth sailing. Yet, let it be recognized, we are still sail- 
ing, the morale of company and crew was never better. With the continued coop- 
eration of the Woman’s Society, the State Men’s Council and the churches "in a 
time like this” we can, and your committee trusts will, make the port of adequate- 
support of our world encircling missionary program.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

Each year the goals of our educational program are more clearly apparent, and 
our methods of attaining them are better understood by pastors, teachers and par- 
ents. It is to this end that all our efforts are devoted. 

Office and Field Work 

The director spends about two-thirds of the days in the office and study, and 
about three-fourths of the evenings, teaching leadership training classes, meeting with 
committees, and participating in conventions and conferences. More than ten thous- 
and pieces of literature have been distributed. Our people have had the latest and 
best programs and teaching helps constantly brought to their attention. 

Committees 

Our State Education Committee is the group responsible to the Convention 
and The American Baptist Publication Society for the work of this department. 
The director submits reports and recommends plans and projects to the state com- 
mittee for their revision and endorsement. All important matters affecting policy or 
expense are referred by this committee to the State Board in the form of definite 
recommendations. 

The director has also served on the state committees on Evangelism and Social 
Relations, in order to coordinate their activities with our educational program. The 
Social Relations Committee, under the leadership of Rev. Sankey L. Blanton, as their 
report shows, has been active in producing a number of articles for The Connecticut 
Baptist and in keeping our denomination in touch with the other agencies of the 
state dealing with the pressing issues of the day. The Committee on Evangelism, 
led by Rev. J. J. Allen, has reenforced the growing emphasis on the spiritual aims 
at the center of our program of education. 

In addition to these committees the director has served as chairman of the staff 
of the State Council of Churches and Religious Education. This committee co- 
ordinates the field work of the state directors of religious education serving the ma- 
jor denominations. We have served on the program committees for several conven- 
tions and conferences set up for the state and county areas. Much time was very 
profitably spent in helping set up leadership training schools in various communities 
and programs for our Summer Assemblies and training schools at Storrs, Ocean 
Park, and Winnepesaukee. The director is also a member of committees on adult 
education for the State Council of Churches and Religious Education and for the 
field staff of The American Baptist Publication Society. The important biennial 
meeting of the field staff of The American Baptist Publication Society was attended 
in Chicago last February. 

Young People’s Work 

Outside of their activities in the local church there are two outstanding attrac- 
tions for the young people. The day of conference and banquet fellowship at the 
annual meeting of The Connecticut Baptist Convention is bringing appreciation, in- 
spiration and enthusiasm for the church and our denominational missions to more 
than 400 in attendance each year. The other event of major interest is the eleven 
days in the Summer Assembly at Storrs. This has come to be regarded in the 
churches participating as the most valuable single project in the young people’s pro- 
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gram and one of the outstanding features of our State Convention work. This pro- 
gram in its entire set up and administration aims to give the young people a real 
experience of Christian living which reveals to each one a vision of the highest pos- 
sibilities for his life, and inspires him with a persistent urge to live up to the vision. 
A staff of well trained leaders with experience and understanding in the fine art of 
guiding youth in the most critical problems and life decisions live with them in the 
most intimate and helpful confidences of their lives. They discuss freely their ideals 
of morals, business, love, religion and life work. They are guided in their plans for 
the completion of their education. They are given training in the best methods of 
church work and inspired with a zeal to serve the church and her world-wide pro- 
gram. There was an attendance of one hundred thirteen, a ten percent increase over 
last year. 

Ocean Park 

The New England School of Methods, sponsored by the New England Baptist 
Conventions, is the same type of summer assembly program as we conduct at Storrs. 
There was an attendance this year of about 600, but our Connecticut delegation was 
entirely too small. In this Conference, your director with two other persons was 
given the task of introducing an innovation in summer assembly work. It was a 
form of teacher supervision adapted to the summer conference situation. It proved 
to be more agreeable than we anticipated, resulting in several very definite improve- 
ments in the work of the teachers and more especially in the conference program 
and the facilities for better teaching. It is probable that this feature will be intro- 
duced in many of our assemblies. 

Vacation Schools 

From the records received there appears to be a small increase in the number 
of churches having vacation schools. A considerable number of those churches have 
not had vacation schools before and several dropped off the list this year. A large 
number of communities and churches were approached by the state directors and 
given counsel and assistance in organizing the schools and in securing the proper 
leadership and curriculum. A one-day conference was conducted for workers who 
came in large numbers from all parts of the state. It has been a successful season 
in vacation school work. 

Christ in the Life of the Home 

The Protestant churches of America have chosen as a theme for special emphasis 
in the educational work of this year "Christ in the Life of the Home”. There are 
definite plans for the more positive application of the spirit and teachings of Jesus 
in the life of the home. Parent-teacher conferences, parents study and discussion 
groups, family worship, training young people for successful marriage, and the intro- 
duction of good literature, are among the projects being promoted for the enrich- 
ment of Christian family life. This is a timely issue for "Such a Time as' This” 
when one of the most urgent needs is for Christian parents fully prepared to rear 
Christian children. We commend it to our churches. 

Uniting Our National Agencies 

In recent years we have been greatly agitated over the problem of so many agen- 
cies and unrelated societies holding Conventions and seeking to function in the 
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churches. It takes so much time attending conventions and familiarizing our people 
with new programs and schemes of organizations, that there is little time left for 
guiding our local church leaders in the discovery of the central purposes of all our 
efforts and the personal religious experience more essential than anything else to the 
creation of effective local church programs. It is in the interest of economy, both 
of money and time, and the simplification of organizations and programs, that The 
Northern Baptist Convention has created a Council to gradually coordinate and 
merge our national agencies of Christian Education. It is expected that this will 
be accomplished in three years. 

Organization for Action 

For several years the Department of Christian Education has been seeking to 
focus attention on vita! religious experience and its application to the lives of grow- 
ing persons. Out of this approach is emerging organization with unity of purpose, 
flexibility and power. Old methods of teaching and organization that have given 
us so many fixed but conflicting standards, each seeking uniformity, are giving way 
to a greater unity of spirit and more dynamic and adaptable methods. 

Using Our Materials 

Our programs, such as the "Pioneer Plan” for intermediates, or the "Commis- 
sion Plan” for young people, are not organizations but guides to local church groups 
in creating a youth program adaptable to their needs. The New Keystone Lessons 
differ from the older types, not so much in their Biblical contents, as in their teach- 
ing procedure. The new lessons require more than drill and recitation of written 
contents. They are guides to teachers and pupils in the more interesting and effec- 
tive procedure of learning the teachings of the Bible through its application to their 
personal religious experience carried over into actual life situations. It is apparent 
that this method of teaching is not as simple and easy as the old drill and recitation. 
Neither is it as easy to create or adapt organization to local needs as it is to accept 
some ready made machine. It requires a more inspiring conception of teaching, more 
lesson preparation, more teacher training and more devoted Christian personality to 
successfully use the new materials and thoroughly enjoy teaching the better way. 

We rejoice in the many evidences of a growing understanding in our churches of 
the possibilities of our educational program, and the increasing number of teachers 
and pastors who are being qualified through training and experience for this service.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF CHILDREN’S WORK 

For 1934 

Although this department is feeling keenly the reduction in budget, there are 
evidences that it is still alive, and the director hopes that this year the old aggres- 
siveness may be seen in our churches. 

In the spring the usual questionnaire was sent out to the churches and without 
the customary follow-up and the special effort to get a 100% return, 58 of a possi- 
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ble 100 responded — and on time. This is almost equal to last year. Several new 
churches registered their interest in the children’s division work, and the number of 
key-leaders now stands at 92. 

Contacts with the churches have been through personal correspondence with key- 
leaders and teachers. Five circular letters have been sent out and some materials. 
For the sake of economy the latter have been sent to those who the director feels 
really desire such materials and not to all the churches as was formerly the case. 

One encouraging sign was in the number enrolled at our Summer Assemblies 
in the children’s division specialization courses. Classes at Storrs were much larger 
than usual and although the pupils were many of them entirely without previous ex- 
perience, more of them worked for and received standard credit than ever before. 

The outstanding project of the year is the promotion of a plan for teacher 
improvement sponsored by the Children’s Division of the Publication Society. It 
is called "My Program of Growth”, and has risen out of the conviction that in our 
emphasis on materials, equipment and modern method, we may have overlooked the 
most important factor in teaching religion, the teacher-personality. Though a church 
may have the very best in teaching equipment, mere "things” will never lead our 
boys and girls to an experience of Jesus as the Saviour. The teacher — her person- 
ality, her attitudes, her training — is of utmost importance. "My Program of Growth” 
comes to our Baptist workers with children as a definite challenge to make ourselves 
better teachers. Twelve items are listed, three of which are to be checked as for- 
ward steps to be attained by the end of the school year or before, then three more 
until all have been reached. At the head of the list stands personal spiritual growth, 
the daily period of devotional meditation. Others are professional reading and study, 
attendance at the conferences and leadership training schools, personal contacts with 
the homes of pupils and loyalty to the whole church program. This program is be- 
ing adopted enthusiastically throughout the Northern Baptist Convention. A num- 
ber of Connecticut workers have already adopted it. 

Three times this year the director has been called on by the State Council of 
Churches and Religious Education to serve in conferences. She has been glad to 
cooperate. 

I wish to express to the State Convention office and to my key-leaders my ap- 
preciation of their continued interest and support of our children’s work, and offer 
a prayer that the year we are just entering may be one of deeper consecration and 
greater achievement than any in the past.

REPORT OF WOMAN’S BAPTIST MISSION SOCIETY 

OF CONNECTICUT 

October 12, 1934. 

The W. B. M. S. of Connecticut is "Holding its own” as they say. There 
are some gains and some iosses but our zeal and courage are unabated. 

Though one of the smallest of the states, Connecticut occupies a position of 
considerable importance in the New England District. This year our fine White 
Cross Report received especial commendation from the New England District Board. 

We viewed with some apprehension the changes in the Denomination which were 
promulgated by the Commission of Fifteen. Some time was taken at the Ann ual 
Meeting in May in a discussion of the new policies and the general opinion seemed 
to be, that we wished the changes to be more gradual. 

Co-operation between our Woman’s Work, and the projects of the Denomination, 
is being emphasized by our Secretary Director and her associates. The plans of the 
various secretaries follow along the lines laid down by the National Boards, although 
they use their own ingenuity and skill in bringing the results. We have always 
found that the most loyal co-operation existed between this society and the president 
and secretaries of the State Convention, and we are profoundly grateful for their 
sympathy and counsel. 

Among the special denominational projects was the use of the Mite Boxes. They 
are again sent out, this time in the form of bricks to "Build the Wall”. 

The W. W. G. were especially happy this year in being able to have a House 
Party again and, in spite of the severe storm, enthusiasm was at white heat. 

The Women had their usual House Party at Montowese House, and the large 
attendance testified to the importance of this gathering in the lives of our women. 
Mrs. Esty was there to instruct and inspire. Also Dr. Hilda Crosby, our beloved 
Connecticut missionary from Shanghai, China, who gave us intimate glimpses of her 
work. 
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Our Annual Meetings show an increasing attendance every year, and the Lunch- 
eons, under the able leadership of Mrs. Leroy Bennett, are becoming a delightful 
part of the day. 

In Baptist Churches all over this state, women affiliated with this society, are 
working and praying for Christ’s Kingdom. It may be that if we are as sincere and 
earnest in prayer and meditation as that young Jewish maiden of old, we shall find 
that we too are here for "Such a time as this”.

MISSIONARY EDUCATION IN CONNECTICUT 

1933 - 1934 

"We feel that there is a steady increase in interest in missionary education in 
the state not altogether adequately indicated by the statistics. Missionary reading, 
which we believe is one of the best ways of arousing enthusiasm for missions, shows 
conspicuous gains. Men as well as women are participating in the reading contest 
in several churches. It is noteworthy that Central Church, Hartford, which has the 
largest resident membership in the state, was awarded the loving cup in Hartford 
Association for having the largest number of points in reading for each of its resi- 
dent members. 

"Among the eleven churches conducting Schools of Missions, Blue Hills, Hart- 
ford, church solved the problem of leadership by using their department leaders as 
teachers of mission study classes during the Sunday School period for six consecu- 
tive Sundays. 

"Thirty-seven churches qualified for Missionary Education Standards, nine less 
than the previous year, but those 37 making a better record in points than all the 
46 the year before. 

"The goal toward which we reach and which we hope eventually to attain is 
'a missionary program in every church in Connecticut’.”

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 

Resolved that we express to the members of the Central Baptist Church of 
Hartford and to its Pastor, Dr. John Newton Lackey, our deep appreciation of the 
splendid hospitality extended to the Convention. 

Resolved that we extend our appreciation to the newspapers of Hartford for 
their gracious and generous treatment of the Convention. 

Resolved that 

Whereas, The Connecticut Baptist Convention is one of the constituent denomina- 
tional organizations composing the Connecticut Council of Churches and Relig- 

iour Education, and 
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Whereas, The Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education is, in 
reality the representative of its constituent bodies in their cooperative work in 
the fields of comity, social relations, and Christian education, and 
Whereas, the cost of this inter-denominational program of cooperation is approx- 
imately one-half of one percent of the total monies contributed by the member- 
ship of the local churches for their local, state and world-wide work, 

We approve the Budget Finance Plan of the Connecticut Council of Churches and 
Religious Education and recommend that each local church contribute an amount 
equal to at least one-half of one percent of its combined current expense and ben- 
evolent budgets toward the support of the city, county and state councils of churches 
and of religious education. 

Resolved that we declare ourselves in favor of amendment of our State Liquor 
Control Act to: 

(1) Raise the age of persons to whom liquor may be legally sold from 18 to 
21 years. 

(2) Prohibit the employment of minors in places where liquor is manufactured 
or sold. 

(3) Prohibit the sale of liquor on Sunday in any place, excepting drug stores. 

(4) Prohibit the sale of liquor under any type of permit within 200 feet of 
any church or school. 

We appeal to the members of our state legislature to defeat the sinister move 

on the part of liquor interests to allow taverns, restaurants, and hotels to sell hard 

liquors by the drink. 

Resolved that we heartily approve the resolutions adopted by The Northern Bap- 
tist Convention which met at Rochester, May 23-28, 1934, and urge that these reso- 
lutions be made the subject of study and the basis for action by the Baptist churches 
of our state.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

The committee on Evangelism begs to report as follows: The actual activity of 

the committee has been limited by the circumstances peculiar to this time. The lack 

of appropriation for this work has made it impossible to hold conferences or to dis- 
tribute printed material. However, the committee has been alert and has canvassed 
the state of the churches in respect to evangelistic passion and endeavor and are glad 
to report that there is quite universal interest and definite activity of an evangelistic 
nature throughout the Convention. 

Many of the churches have held special meetings with good results; others have 
conducted efforts in parish evangelism, resulting, not only in new converts and the 
development of evangelistic leadership, but the re-enlistment of many indifferent 
church members. Several pastors have assisted each other helpfully. The number 
of baptisms has been above the average, the additions by letter large, indicating com- 
mendable activity on the part of pastors in caring for those who come and go. The 
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large percentage of new members come by way of the Church School, a condition 
that is in every way desirable and gives proof of the increased attention given to 
evangelism in our Religious Education Program, and also by the consecrated leader- 
ship of our teaching force 

The committee urges a more serious and determined effort, on the part of the 
Associational Committees on Evangelism, to foster the evangelistic passion among 
the churches and the organization of associational wide efforts in evangelism, involv- 
ing some kind of special evangelistic effort in each church, the exchange of pastoral 
service for this work, and the intensifying of the evangelistic spirit throughout the 
work of the Church and School. 

The committee also calls attention to the admirable program of the Northern 
Baptist Convention, expressed in the "Live it Through” movement and urges all 
the pastors to make the largest possible use of the materials provided and the actual 
following of the suggested program of activity and emphasis. 

The committee again freely offers its free service to any church or pastor in 
any special evangelistic service they may be able to render and invites opportunity 
to be of service in this capacity. The chairman of the committee will be glad to 
negotiate any desired arrangement with any member of the committee or the pastor 
may write to any member, seeking this help.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL 

STANDING 

During the year members of the Committee have attended three councils of or- 
dination, as follows: 

Kenneth Cooper, November 24, 1933, at East Killingly; 

William H. Genne, March 19, 1934, at First Church, Waterbury; 

Harold C. Bonell, March 26, 1934, at First Church, Meriden. 

The changes in the ministry have been as follows: 

Ten ministers have removed from the State; 

One has made a change of pastorate within the State; 

Four have resigned without charge; 

Nine new ministers have been welcomed in the State; 

Three candidates have been ordained; 

And four ministers have passed to their heavenly reward. 

The Committee has considered a Life and Service Record, which is a form to 
be filled out by ministers, showing their educational preparation, their ordination, and 
the churches they have served, which form may be filed at the office of the State 
Convention, and all for the purpose of mutual helpfulness to pastorless churches and 
churchless pastors. At the present moment the matter is held in abeyance. 

Complying with the request of the Board of Managers that the Committee sub- 
mit to the Convention a standard of qualifications for ordination, the Committee pre- 
sents herewith the following recommendations as to standards of ordination: 
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1. The candidate for ordination should be a member of the church which or- 
dains. 

2. The call for a council of ordination should be on the recommendation of 
the Committee on Ministerial Standing, and should be sent to all the churches 
of the Association. 

3. The educational qualifications for ordination should be: 

(a) Standard college and theological studies with graduation; 

(b) Or, standard theological studies with graduation, besides two years of 
college study. 

4. If a candidate for ordination has not had the educational preparation listed 
above, ordination should not be granted until he has completed at least a 
two years’ course of prescribed study. 

5. A candidate for ordination should have completed his course of studies, and 
should be either a pastor, or pastor-elect, or under appointment for mission- 
ary or educational work. 

6. A candidate for ordination should be able to give clear convictions of truth 
upon subjects kindred to, God; the Person of Christ; the Work of the Holy 
Spirit; the Church and Its Ordinances; World Wide Missions; and he should 
be able to give evidence of the implications of these truths in their relation 
to the life of the individual, the life of the church, and the life of the world.

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REPORT OF THE OBITUARY COMMITTEE 
Rev. James W. Higgins 

Rev. James W. Higgins, pastor at Packer, Conn., died December 5, 1933, after 
a brief illness. He was born in Wallace, Nova Scotia, March 17, 1843. In his 
youth he worked as a carpenter, but in his 30th year he was called to the ministry 
and after some preparation was ordained as a Baptist minister. After coming to the 
United States in 1891 he held a number of pastorates, including that at the Packerville 
Church, which he had served faithfully for 25 years. He preached steadily despite 
his advanced age until two Sundays before his death. He was twice married, his 
second wife, Grace, dying just a few weeks before his death. A son, Harvey C. 
Higgins, and a daughter, Mrs. Lula J. Todd, of Springfield, Mass., survive him. 
He was always remembered lovingly in the Stonington Union Association for his 
gift of prayer. 

Rev. Nathaniel B. Prindle 

Rev. N. B. Prindle, who for twenty years served as pastor of the church at Shelton, 
Conn., died Monday evening, January 15, .1934, after an illness of two years, at the 
age of 71 years. He was born in Bantam, June 1, 1863. He served as secretary of 
the Derby-Shelton Y. M. C. A. in 1890. In 1897 he decided to enter the Christian 
ministry and was ordained by the White Hills Church and took up the pastorate at 
Preston City' where he served 13 years. He then served one year as state evangelist 
in Vermont. In 1913 he v/as called to the church in Shelton, where he gave a most 
notable service, during which he baptized 233 persons, and received into the church, 
altogether, a total of 298. The mortgage on the church property was paid and an 
educational unit added to the building. He is survived by his wife, one son, Captain 
George Prindle, U. S. A., and a daughter, Mrs. Caleb Hull, of Shelton, also a broth- 
er and two sisters. Interment was made at Bethel, Conn. 

Rev. Arthur Frank Baker 

Rev. Arthur Frank Baker died in Ladner, B. C., on January 11, 1934, following 
a stroke of paralysis. He was born at Tancook, N. S., April 27, 1886. He was 
a graduate of Acadia College and McMaster University. After pastorates in Wood- 
stock, N. B., Oxford, N. S., and Hartland, N. B., in which he manifested the evan- 
gelistic gift to a high degree, he served two terms as home mission evangelist in Nova 
Scotia. He also served as state evangelist in Connecticut from 1903 to 1905. The 
remaining years of his ministry were spent in British Columbia. Besides his wife, 
formerly Miss Kate Sutton, he is survived by a son, Rev. L. G. Baker, who, with his 
wife, is a missionary in Harbin, Manchonko, and a daughter, Mrs. J. W. Campbell, 
of Seattle. A faithful preacher of the unsearchable riches of Christ, a wise winner 
of souls, and a devoted servant of his Lord has gone to his reward in the passing of 
Arthur Frank Baker. 


Rev. Albert E. Kenyon 

Rev. Albert E. Kenyon was suddenly stricken at Ocean Park, Maine, on June 
21, 1934, and failed to rally. With Mrs. Kenyon he had reached Ocean Park to 
remain for the summer and have active oversight of the Assembly program with 
which he had been identified for 20 years. Mr. Kenyon reaeived his educational 
training at Cushing Academy, Bates College, and Cobb Divinity School. He was

ordained at North Scituate in 1898. Other pastorates were in Lowell and Arlington, 
Mass., Norwood and Dover, New Hampshire, and Bridgeport, Conn. The funeral 
service was held June 24th in the Arlington Church, Cranston, and was largely at- 
tended. 

Rev. Charles R. McNally, D. D. 

Rev. Charles Remington McNally, D. D., was born in Fredericton, N. B., No- 
vember 2, 1873. He graduated from Acadia University in 1897, from the Newton 
Theological Institution in 1900, had taken post graduate courses at the University 
of the City of New York, and received the degree of D. D. from Temple Univer- 
sity of Philadelphia. He served as assistant pastor of the First Baptist Church, 
Boston, 1898-1900; pastor of Worthen Street Church, Lowell, 1900-1903; the Sixth 
Avenue Church, Brooklyn, N. Y., 1903-1907; the First Baptist Church, New Lon- 
don, Conn., 1909-1919; was connected with the financial campaign of the Northern 
Baptist Convention, 1919-1921; pastor of the First Church, Winnipeg, Manitoba, 
1921-1925; supply for the First Baptist Church, Boston, 1925-1926, and pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, Germantown, Pa., 1927-1930. He did in Bridgewater, 
Mass., August 1, 1934. 

Rev. Cyrus Mayo D’Arcy 

Rev. Cyrus M. D’Arcy was born in Centerville, N. S., May 25, 1874. He re- 
ceived the degrees of Ph. B. and B. D. from Schuylkill College and Seminary and 
was also a graduate of Crozier Seminary. He was ordained in Westernport, Mary- 
land, October 13, 1915. .His pastorates had been in Swedesboro and Canton, N. j., 
Westernport, Md., Ogunquit, Maine, Whitefield, N. H., Wolcott, Vermont, and 
Warrenville, Conn. Due to illness he lived in retirement in Willimantic, Connecti- 
cut, for some time. He died in Brockton, Mass., September 25, 1934.

REPORT OF THE CONNECTICUT WORLD WIDE GUILD 

October 13, 1934 

My report is just a summary of what the Guild Girls in Connecticut have ac- 
complished in the past year under the faithful leadership of Miss Wing. As you 
likely know, she has been our beloved state secretary for the past fourteen years, 
and we are all very sorry to have her give up this work. 

W. W. G. are our letters, and they mean "Worth While Girls of the World 
Wide Guild Working With God for the Whole Worlds Good”. The purposes of 
our guild can be stated in one sentence: "To prepare the girls of today so that they 
can do the Women’s Missionary work of tomorrow.” 

Our guild has a state standard of excellence. The guild chapter receiving the 
most number of points for the year receives a candlestick to be kept for one year. 
If the same chapter should receive it for three consecutive years, they are allowed 
to keep it. For the past three years the Good Will Chapter of Bristol has won it, 
and now it is in their possession. On Thursday, at the board meeting, the Women 
voted to give us another candlestick, so our state guilds now have a new one to 
work for.

Before a girl joins the World Wide Guild she signs the pledge which reads: 
"In joining the World Wide Guild, I hereby promise to engage actively in all the 
work of the Guild, to attend its meetings regularly if possible, to pray daily and 
definitely for World Wide Missions and to give to the missionary apportionments 
of my church.” She then repeats the Covenant, which is: "Mindful of the millions 
who are still in darkness because they know not that the sun of Righteousness has 
arisen with healing in his wings; Remembering the words of Christ, who said, 'I 
am the light of the world’, and again, 'Ye are the light of the World’; I gratefully 
pledge myself to work henceforth with him; giving time, money, and prayer, that 
upon such as sit in darkness and, the shadow of death, the light of life may shine.” 

The girls pledge their time. Many hours are spent in doing white cross work. 
This past year the girls spent over $134.00 on this work alone. We have held 20 
mission study classes, and twelve of our chapters qualified in the reading contest 
which means that every girl in these chapters read their five required books — (two 
home, two foreign, and one inspirational) ; two hundred and ninety-two girls entered, 
and twelve thousand six hundred and fifteen points were made. These points not 
only count on the guild but also on the women’s reading contest. 

The girls pledge their time and money. They give plays and pageants and thus 
raise their money for their love gift, which is over and above their regular church 
pledge. This past year this 'gift amounted to $1,070.90. 

The girls pledge their time, money and prayer. The taking part in their own 
devotional meetings trains them so that they are better fitted to take part in the 
regular church services. On the first Sunday in December the guilds throughout 
the world hold their vesper services, which consists of a missionary play or pageant. 
To close this service the girls form a circle of prayer. Each girl offering a prayer 
for the missionaries and preachers throughout the world. 

We also have our recreational programs. We usually hold two rallies a year 
besides our state houseparty, which was held this year at Indian Point House, Stoney 
Creek. Regardless of the storm we had a very good attendance at our sessions. There 
were about forty girls that stayed full time; on Saturday we had one hundred at our 
banquet, and Saturday night seventy-two girls stayed overnight. I wish that each 
one of you could have been with us at our Sunday consecration service. It was lead 
by our guild executive secretary, Miss Alma Noble. At that service each girl present 
rededicated her life, and pledged herself to more consecrated service to her church 
in the coming year. 

In closing I am asking you to assist me in forming more guilds this coming year. 
Have your organized Sunday School classes become guild chapters and carry on the 
missionary work of your church. 

"I am the light of the World”, and again, "Ye are the light of the world”. 
In this coming year let us work together and help the girls to carry their Christian 
light and to do their part in the missionary work of our denomination through the: 
World Wide Guild.

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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on the third 
Thursday in October, at 7:30 P. M. 

ARTICLE II. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION AND THEIR 

DUTIES

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT COUNCIL OF 
CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates required to rep- 
resent the Convention on the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Educa- 
tion. 


BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 2. The Board, in co-operation with the Council of Finance and Promo- 
tion of The Northern Baptist Convention, shall provide for raising and disbursing 
money for the work of the Convention and the co-operating and other affiliating 
societies included in the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention, ac- 
cording to the Charter and Constitution. 

Section 3. The Board shall prepare annually a budget embracing the estimated 
financial needs of all departments of the Convention for the ensuing year, to be 
submitted for authorization by the Finance Committee of The Northern Baptist 
Convention. 

Section 4. The Board shall effect an agreement with the Council of Finance 
and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention determining the portion the 
Council shall bear of the expenses incident to raising the apportionment of Connec- 
ticut Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. 

Section 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may be needed properly to 
conduct the work of the Convention, including, as may be deemed necessary, a Gen- 
eral Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Director of Christian Education, a Director 
of Promotion, a Collector of Missionary Funds, and a Treasurer who may be either 
a person or a fiduciary institution of approved standing. The Director of Promotion, 
who may be one of the other agents, shall be chosen by concurrent acting of the 
Board and the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. 

Section 12, A. A Missionary Commitee, to be styled "The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Board of Promotion”, consisting of not more than eighteen members. The Wo- 
man’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut and the National Societies of The 
Northern Baptist Convention each shall have the right to appoint one member, pre- 
ferably from the membership of the Board of Managers of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention. 
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Section 12, H. A Committee on Social Relations, consisting of five members. 

Section 12, I. Executive Committee, consisting of not fewer than fifteen mem- 
bers, including the President, who shall be Chairman, the First Vice-President, the 
Second Vice-President, and the chairman of the Standing Committees of the Board 
of Managers named above. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF THE BOARD 

OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion” (Missionary Committee). 

(a) The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion shall be the medium through 
which the Convention shall co-operate with the Council of Finance and Promotion of 
The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary and the Director of Promo- 
tion, the Board (Missionary Committee) shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the Unified Budget of the Convention and co-operating and other affiliating 
societies of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

(c) The representative of the Convention on the Council of Finance and Pro- 
motion of The Northern Baptist Convention shall be elected by the Board of Mana- 
gers, and shall by virtue of such election be a member ex-officio of the Board of 
Promotion. 

(d) The Board of Promotion, through the Director of Promotion or its chair- 
man, shall make reports of its work annually to the Convention, and to the Council 
of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention as by that body di- 
rected. 

Section 8. The Committee on Social Service shall represent the Convention, 
subject to the direction of the Board of Managers, in measures of co-operation with 
social agencies and the social service departments of other religious bodies, and shall 
from time to time bring to the attention of the Convention social causes meriting con- 
sideration. 

Section 9. (Same as Section 8 now.) 

Section 10. (Same as Section 9 now.) 

Section 11. (Same as Section 10 now.) 

Section 12. The committees of the Board of Managers shall annually submit 
to the Finance Committee and Board of Managers, through the General Secretary, 
estimates of the money needed during the ensuing year for the successful conduct of 
the work of their respective departments, to be used in building the budget of the 
Convention. 

Section 13. (Same as 12 now.) 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE BOARD OF 

MANAGERS 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire work of the 
Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers and its Executive Com- 
mittee. In promoting the work incident to raising the apportionment of Connecticut 
Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Convention he, 
with his associates — the Director of Promotion and the Director of Christian Edu- 
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cation shall co-operate, through the Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion, with 
the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention. 

Section 6. The Director of Promotion. 

The Director of Promotion, in co-operation with the General Secretary, and 
under the concurrent direction of the Board of Managers and the Council of Finance 
and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Convention, through the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Board of Promotion, shall promote the dissemination of information concerning 
the missionary program of The Northern Baptist Convention and the raising of the 
apportionment of Connecticut Baptist churches toward the Unified Budget. 

Section 8. (Same as Section 7 now.) 

Section 7. The collector of funds for the Unified Budget of The Northern 
Baptist Convention shall receive all current contributions of churches and individuals, 
to the Convention and co-operating national societies of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and shall deposit and forward the same as directed by the Board of Mana- 
gers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention and the Council of Finance and Pro- 
motion.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL RELATIONS 

The Committee met at the beginning of the year in Hartford and outlined the 
following program of activities and objectives, which was approved by the Board of 
Managers : 

1. It was decided to make a sustained effort to keep our churches informed on 
moral issues. To that end we have published in "The Connecticut Baptist” the re- 
port of the Committee on Resolutions of the Northern Baptist Convention at Roches- 
ter, and articles by members of the Committee relating to child welfare, political 
corruption, prison reform, the church and industry, the manufacture and sale of 
munitions of war, and temperance. 

2. It was decided to attempt the mobilization of public sentiment among our 
church people on legislative matters that fall within the scope of our program as 
suggested by the topics mentioned above. We expect to procure representation of 
our churches in public hearing on proposed legislation that has to do with these mat- 
ters. 

3. It was also decided to seek a close understanding and cooperation with other 
committees of the Convention, with similar committees of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and with inter-denominational social agencies for the promotion of our com- 
mon objectives. Our committee, in cooperation with similar committees of other re- 
ligious bodies, has exerted considerable influence on important governmental policies 
and industrial practices. There are several measures of pressing importance coming 
before the people of Connecticut for action during the year just ahead on which we 
will need to mobilize the sentiment of church people. The committee will surely do 
its best to make Christian action on social questions possible in Connecticut.

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society makes its 116th report. For one 
hundred and sixteen years it has been helping students to secure an education to be- 
come ministers for Christ. The past year marks a sign of the change of an epoch 
in the history of the Church. Three of the students that received its help have been 
unable to find a field for their trained services. One young lady writes and informs 
us that she has given up the idea of continuing her course in preparation for the 
mission field as there seems to be no demand for missionaries. In spite of the sur- 
plus of ministers and religious workers young people are seeking our help every 
year. The Society is of the opinion that there is need today for highly trained and 
well educated ministers and is anxious to give aid to those who are willing to prepare 
adequately for the Master’s service. 

The past year the Society helped twenty young men and women at the rate of 
$125.00 each. Six of them finished their courses and are now ready for full time 
work. It has been a joy to contact these young people and to help them in their 
education for the Christian ministry.

The 109th annual meeting of the New Haven Baptist Association was held with 
the West Haven Baptist Church, West Haven, Conn., October 3, 1934. The ses- 
sions were called to order by the Moderator, the Rev. William H. Barsch of Meriden, 
at 9:45 A. M.

The annual sermon was preached by the Reverend Gustave E. Friedenberg of 
Montowese. 

The morning session then adjourned for the lunch hour. 

At 1:30 the Ministers Association met and elected the following officers: Presi- 
dent, Dr. C. B. Lumsden, New Haven; Vice-President, Dr. Edwin T. Settle, Jr., 
West Haven; Secretary and Treasurer, Rev. J. E. Parella, New Haven. Meeting ad- 
journed. 

The afternoon session convened at 2:00 P. M. Rev. Leroy Crosby of Water- 
bury led the devotions.

Minutes of the One Hundred Sixty-second Annual Meeting of the 
Stonington Union Association, Held with the Noank Baptist 
Church, at Noank, Conn., Wednesday, June 6th, 1934. 

The One Hundred Sixty-second Anniversary Meeting of the Stonington Union 
Association was called to order by the Moderator, the Rev. William Clements, at 
10 o’clock. Worship was conducted by the Rev. E. E. Scates, after which the let- 
ters of the Churches were read by the Clerk. Reports were received from the Treas- 
urer and the Trustees of the Widows’ Fund. Following the reports the Association 
joined in singing "How Firm a Foundation”, and prayer was offered by Rev. H. C. 
Zabriskie. Special music was rendered by the Noank choir, after which Rev. D. A. 
Pitt, D. D., of Norwich, reported the meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention. 
The Noank choir again favored with a selection and Scripture was read and prayer 
was offered by Rev. R. W. E. DeWolfe. The Annual Sermon was delivered by Rev. 
G. R. Atha, of the Groton Heights Church, The Association joined in singing 
"Fight the Good Fight”, and the morning offering was taken, amounting to $17.65. 
The Moderator named the following persons as a Nominating Committee: Rev. E. E. 
Scates, Dr. E. P. Fitch, Rev. R. W. E. DeWolfe, H. Robbins, and Rev. L. J. Shep- 
ler. Adjournment was taken at 12:45. Attendance 195. Dinner was served in 
the vestry of the church by the Ladies’ Aid Society. 

The afternoon session was opened with devotions led by Rev. H. C. Zabriskie. 
The report of the Obituary Committee, postponed from the morning session, was 
read and was followed by prayer^ offered by Rev. P. W. Back. The report of the 
Nominating Committee was accepted and the Clerk was instructed to cast one ballot 
for the persons nominated. The report of the Committee on Resolutions was deferred. 
The report of the Missionary Committee, given by Rev. L. J. Shepler, was accepted. 

The Committee on the State of Religion was permitted to mail its report to 
the Clerk, which it did, the report pointing out, 1st — the competition of auxiliary 
organizations with the church as the parent of these organizations; 2nd — the diffi- 
culties of the Churches maintaining Sunday evening services; 3rd — the tendency to 
advance the hour for Sunday School to permit more time for other activities Sunday 
afternoon, away and outside the church; 4th — the financial disability of the Churches 
owing to the depression; 5th — the growth of foreign speaking populations rendering 
the work of the churches more difficult. The report closed with the following ob- 
servation: "On the whole, Baptist work in our Association is not advancing, but is 
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either remaining static, or manifesting slight tendencies toward decline.” The cus- 
tomary fee was voted the Clerk. It was voted to pay the State Convention #35.00 
for space in the Annual. The report of the Treasurer was accepted along with the 
Auditor’s report. It was voted to have the Constitution of the Association printed 
for distribution among the Churches, the printing to be cared for by the Executive 
Committee. It was also voted to authorize the Executive Committee to secure the 
binding for permanent record of the minutes of the Association subsequent to 1927. 
The Executive Committee was also ordered to provide proper protection for the rec- 
ords of the Association. It was voted to include in the minutes the ordination of Rev. 
Howard C. Zabriskie of Preston City, at a council of the Association convened at 
Preston City in September last year. After a hymn and special music by the Noank 
choir, the Rev. E. P. Mathewson offered prayer, and the Moderator presented the 
Rev. William J. Day, Pastor of the First Baptist Church of Winthrop, Mass., 
who addressed the Association on the subject: "Unshakable Things”. Following the 
address of Rev. Day and a hymn by the Association, the benediction was pronounced 
and the meeting adjourned.
